LIBRARIES. 

The  Libraries  and  Arts  Committee,  in  presenting  their  Annual 
Report,  are  pleased  to  record  a  year  of  useful  work  having  been  done. 

NUMBER  OF  BOOKS  USED. 

The  total  number  of  volumes  issued  from  all  departments  during  the 
past  year  was  1,326,411  as  against  1,368,080  the  previous  year,  being  a 
decrease  of  41,669,  but  this  is  accounted  for  to  some  extent  by  all  the 
Libraries  being  open  one  day  less,  and  several  of  the  branches  closed 
for  alterations,  painting  and  decoration. 

In  the  Reference  Department  the  number  of  works  consulted  was 
120,481  volumes  as  against  127,464.  In  the  various  classes  of  books  there 
is  a  decrease  in  General  Works,  Magazines,  and  Cyclopaedias,  Religion, 
Useful  Arts,  Literature,  History,  \'oyages  and  Travels,  but  there  is  an 
increase  in  Philosophy,  Philology,  Sociology,  Natural  Science,  Fine 
Arts,  Music,  Biography  and  Specification  of  Patents. 

The  number  of  books  borrowed  from  the  Central  Lending  Library  for 
direct  home  use  was  221,182  volumes,  and  231,170  in  1913-14.  There 
is  a  slight  decrease  in  all  the  classes  of  books  except  Prose  Fiction,  in 
which  there  is  an  increase  of  1,715,  and  of  Magazines  of  136. 

From  the  Branch  Libraries  846,478  volumes  were  borrowed  for  home 
reading,  while  138,270  were  used  in  the  Juvenile  reading  rooms.  As 
regards  the  classes  of  books  used,  there  have  been  increases  in  Magazines 
and  Sociology,  and  decreases  in  all  other  sections. 
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In  consequence  of  the  pre-occupation  of  the  pubhc  mind  with  the 
war  and  the  heavy  demands  made  upon  the  workers  of  Leeds  in  the 
clothing  and  other  trades  for  Army  work,  there  has  been  a  tendency 
to  return  to  hghter  forms  of  hterature,  as  an  antidote  from  the  mental 
and  physical  strain  of  the  times  through  which  the  country  is  passing. 
Consequently  Fiction  reading  during  the  year  has  increased  from  46.6 
per  cent,  to  48.37  per  cent,  of  the  total  issue.  But  at  the  same  time 
there  has  been  a  considerable  issue  of  books  on  the  various  countries  of 
Europe  and  Asia,  affected  by  military  movements,  and  about  War  origins, 
the  Armies  and  Navies,  Aircraft,  Imperial  Defence,  and  of  works  by 
French  and  Russian  writers,  not  to  mention  other  classes. 

During  the  year  application  was  made  from  Colsterdale  Camp  on 
behalf  of  the  Leeds  "  Pals  "  Battahon  for  a  loan  of  Books,  Periodicals  and 
Magazines  for  the  use  of  the  men.  Your  Committee  at  once  complied 
with  the  request  and  well  selected  books  and  illustrated  papers  were 
sent  from  time  to  time  for  the  use  of  the  soldiers  who  expressed  warm 
appreciation  of  our  work  for  them. 

REFERENCE  LIBRARY. 

The  usual  activities  connected  with  this  department  have  been 
maintained.  An  exhibition  of  literature  illustrating  seaside  and  holiday 
resorts  was  again  arranged  for  the  period  of  the  hohday  season,  and 
although  no  record  was  kept  of  the  number  of  references  made  to  these 
guides,  their  constant  use  was  sufficient  testimony  to  the  value  of  the 
work.  On  the  outbreak  of  the  War  an  exhibition  of  books  illustrating 
the  history  and  pohcy  of  the  nations  involved,  their  armies,  navies,  rulers 
and  important  personages,  was  brought  together  and  arranged  in  show 
cases.  In  addition,  a  complete  classified  list  was  compiled  of  all  works  in 
the  Reference  Library,  and  the  Central  and  Branch  Libraries,  bearing  in 
any  way  on  mihtary  matters  and  the  countries,  and  quite  recently  a 
second  collection  of  the  more  recently  pubhshed  books  dealing  with  the 
War  itself,  have  been  on  exhibition,  and  the  pubhc  have  shown  their 
appreciation  by  freely  using  these  books. 

We  would  again  record  that  the  work  and  usefulness  of  the  Reference 
library  is  greatly  impaired  by  its  out-of-the-way  position  in  the  Municipal 
Buildings.  It  is  of  course  impossible  now  to  remedy  the  present  condition 
of  things,  in  view  of  the  financial  demands  of  the  City,  and  for  the  successful 
issue  of  the  War.  When,  however,  Peace  is  declared,  no  doubt  proposals 
will  be  made  for  the  City  to  mark  the  event.  It  would  then  be  a  fitting 
occasion  for  some  citizen,  or  even  a  number  of  citizens  to  commemorate 
the  occasion  for  rejoicing,  by  the  erection  of  a  Central  Library  worthy

of  the  City.  In  such  a  way  the  intellectual  requirements  of  the  town 
could  be  recognised  and  at  the  same  time  Leeds  would  take  its  place 
with  other  cities  and  towns  where  leading  citizens  have  caused  to  be 
erected  a  suitable  building  for  a  Central  Library.  Up  to  the  present 
Leeds  has  lacked  this  generosity  for  such  purposes. 

BRANCH  LIBRARIES. 

The  most  important  feature  of  the  year's  work  in  connection  with  the 
Lending  Libraries  has  been  the  extension  of  the  "  open-access  "  system 
to  the  Dewsbury  Road  and  Sheepscar  Branches.  The  faciUties  already 
given  to  readers  at  the  Armley,  Dewsbury  Road,  Kirkstall,  Rodley, 
and  Woodhouse  Branches  have  undoubtedly  added  to  the  popularity 
of  these  libraries,  and  are  proving  the  value  of  the  Committee's 
policy,  decided  upon  three  years  ago,  and  the  further  development  to 
the  other  libraries  of  the  City  is  contemplated.  At  the  Woodhouse 
Moor  Branch,  since  the  system  was  put  into  operation  two  years  ago, 
the  public  have  repeatedly  expressed  appreciation  of  the  change,  with 
the  result  that  in  the  year  1913-14,  the  issues  were  151,165,  being  31,494 
higher  than  the  previous  year,  and  again  this  year  it  is  158,904,  being  a 
further  increase  of  7,739,  and  a  total  increase  of  39,233  as  compared  with 
1912-13,  the  last  year  of  being  a  closed  library.  Of  the  branch  libraries 
it  has  the  largest  issue  of  the  year. 

The  issues  for  home  reading  at  the  Dewsbury  Road  Branch  were 
113,563,  being  an  increase  of  1,344  on  the  figures  for  1913-14.  This  is 
lost,  however,  in  a  decrease  of  12,967  in  the  Juvenile  Reading  Room. 
The  number  of  books  used  being  39,126  compared  with  52,093. 

At  the  Armley  Branch  Library,  where  "  open  access  "  has  now  been 
in  operation  for  two  years,  the  issues  from  the  Lending  Department  were 
107,106  as  against  110,104  last  year.  In  the  case  of  the  Juvenile  Reading 
Room  there  was  a  slight  increase,  the  figures  being  27,620  against  27,497. 

At  the  York  Road  Branch  Library  the  circulation  for  home  reading 
was  57,363,  a  decrease  of  7,846  as  compared  with  the  total  of  65,209, 
last  year.  But  in  the  Juvenile  Reading  Room  there  was  an  increase  in  the 
use  of  books,  34,007  being  issued  as  against  29,055.  At  the  Sheepscar 
Library  there  is  a  decrease  from  64,772  to  59,038.  But  this  was  chiefly 
owing  to  the  library  being  closed  several  days  for  alterations,  painting 
and  decorating,  previous  to  opening  for  the  "open  access"  system. 

Of  the  smaller  branches.  Lower  Wortley  shows  an  advance  on 
last  year's  figures,  the  total  books  used  being  3,656  as  against  3,543,  but 
slight  decreases  took  place  at  the  others.  They  are,  however,  so  small 
as  to  scarcely  warrant  further  comment. 


NUMBER  OF  BORROWERS'  TICKETS. 

The  number  of  borrowers'  tickets  in  force  is  33,512  as  compared  with 
32,730  in  1913-14.  Of  these  8,579  ^^^^  issued  from  the  Central  Library, 
Armley  3,144,  Bramley  1,090,  Brownhill  1,204,  Burley  171,  Chapel- 
Allerton  1,611,  Dewsbury  Road  3,327,  Farnley  20,  Headingley  1,586, 
Holbeck  1,049,  Hunslet  1,046,  Kirkstall  692,  Lower  Wortley  118,  Mean- 
wood  73,  New  Farnley  57,  New  Wortley  577,  Primrose  Hill  196,  Pudsey 
Town  End  54,  Rodley  115,  Sheepscar  1,935,  Stanningley  253,  Upper 
Wortley  289,  Woodhouse  Moor  4,627,  York  Road  1,699. 

In  order  to  give  borrowers  increased  opportunities  of  using  the 
books,  regulations  have  been  made  so  that  tickets  are  available  at 
any  of  the  libraries  of  the  city,  and  already  this  privilege  has  been  much 
appreciated  by  the  general  readers  and  of  students  in  particular. 

JUVENILE  READING  ROOMS. 

In  the  Juvenile  Reading  Rooms,  the  total  issues  have  not  been  so 
high  as  last  year,  being  138,270  against  146,002,  a  decrease  of  7,732, 
nevertheless  the  rooms  have  maintained  their  popularity  with  the  children 
using  them. 

The  "  half -hour  "  talks  to  children  were  continued  during  the 
winter  months.  After  a  number  of  experimental  talks  in  1912-13, 
this  work  has  now  been  made  a  definite  feature  of  the  Libraries' 
work  among  the  children  of  the  City,  and  the  syllabus  for  the  winter 
1914-15,  was  considerably  larger  than  in  the  previous  year.  At  the 
Armley,  Dewsbury  Road,  Holbeck  and  York  Road  branch  Hbraries, 
they  are  well  equipped  with  suitable  rooms,  and  are  the  centres, 
with  two  weekly  talks  given  at  each  place,  one  to  a  senior  section, 
consisting  of  children  in  Standards  IV.  to  VII.  in  elementary 
schools  and  the  other  to  a  junior  section,  of  children  in  Standards 
I.  to  III.  For  the  older  children  the  talks  took  the  form  of 
story  cycles,  including  "Robin  Hood,"  "King  Arthur,"  and  "Plays 
of  Shakespeare."  For  the  juniors  separate  story-talks  were  on 
"  Enghsh  fairy  tales,"  "  French  fairy  tales,"  "  Scottish  fairy  tales," 
"Irish  fairy  tales,"  Harris'  "Brer  Rabbit,"  Kingsley's  "Water  Babies," 
Dickens'  "  Christmas  Carol,"  and  Maeterlinck's  "  Blue  Bird,"  and  were 
given  to  a  total  attendance  of  over  5,000  children.  A  number  of  models 
and  illustrations  were  prepared  and  placed  on  exhibition  and  these  proved 
of  much  interest  and  enabled  the  children  to  better  understand  the 
subjects  of  the  talks.  Many  of  the  children  were  encouraged  to  contribute 
accounts  in  their  own  words  of  the  stories  they  had  listened  to,  and  of  the 
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illustration  of  the  principal  characters  or  events,  also  their  favourite  story 
and  why,  or  suggestions  for  future  talks,  and  over  2,000  written  papers 
were  sent  in  and  deposited  in  the  boxes  provided  for  them. 

Each  year  in  dealing  with  the  children,  it  is  most  noticeable  to 
see  their  eagerness  to  read,  and  use  the  libraries  and  reading  rooms, 
and  these  departments  are  performing  a  most  useful  work.  They 
are,  however,  too  few  in  number.  In  far  too  many  cases  it  is  impossible 
for  children  to  read  at  home,  where  there  is  a  large  family  often 
crowded  into  one  hving  room  in  which  all  the  domestic  work  of  the 
household  is  done,  and  in  the  winter  months  the  light  is  poor. 

In  the  work  of  developing  the  child  for  the  future,  we  venture  to 
suggest  that  the  usefulness  of  the  hbraries  of  the  city  is  not  subordinate 
to  the  school  in  making  a  distinct  contribution  to  pubhc  education. 

THE  NEWSROOMS. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  Central  and  Branch  Newsrooms,  based  upon 
periodical  countings,  have  been  used  by  1,868,889  visitors,  against 
1,239,142  the  previous  year. 

STOCK  OF  BOOKS  IN  THE  LIBRARIES. 

During  the  year  15,374  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  collections. 
Of  these,  14,839  were  purchased,  and  535  presented.  The  total  number 
of  books  now  in  the  Libraries  is  327,210.  Of  these,  105,705  are  in  the 
Reference,  53,903  in  the  Central  Lending,  and  167,602  in  the  Branches. 
Despite  the  continued  reduction  of  the  amount  allowed  for  the  purchase  of 
books,  every  effort  has  been  made  to  provide  a  libera.1  selection  of  instruc- 
tive and  useful  works  published  during  the  year.  The  number  of  volumes 
withdrawn  as  worn-out  was  6,701,  of  these  1,479  have  been  replaced 
with  new  copies.

STAFF. 

Soon  after  the  War  commenced,  two  of  the  assistants  in  the  Reference 
Library  joined  the  Army,  and  later  three  other  members.  The  names 
of  the  staff  now  on  active  service  with  H.M.  Forces  are  W.  Pollitt, 
R.  Haxby,  E.  Sydney,  D.  L.  Strachan,  and  H.  Bateson.  Their 
duties  have  been  temporarily  rearranged  without  any  additional  help, 
so  as  to  provide  that  the  more  pressing  ones  shall,  as  far  as  possible, 
be  kept  up-to-date.  Staff  meetings  have  consequently  not  been  so 
frequently  held,  but  many  topics  relative  to  the  working  of  the  library 
system  have  been  discussed  with  the  members. 

BOOKBINDING  AND  REPAIRS  OF  BOOKS. 

The  number  of  books  bound  and  rebound  was  7,301.  In  addition, 
a  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  by  the  staff,  such  as  the 
mounting  of  prints  and  illustrations,  repairing  of  books  and  the  making 
of  periodical  covers. 

CATALOGUE  DEPARTMENT. 

There  were  classified  and  catalogued  11,085  volumes,  and  34,792 
catalogue  cards  and  shps  written  and  incorporated  in  the  different 
catalogue  cabinets  for  the  books. 
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The  re-classification  of  the  Central  Lending  Library,  on  the  Dewey 
principle  has  been  continued,  and  18,952  works  dealt  with.  The  entire 
coUection  is  now  ready  for  the  introduction  of  the  "  open-access " 
system  when  the  necessary  structural  alterations  have  been  made. 

In  addition  to  this  work  7,252  illustrations  have  been  taken  from 
periodicals  and  magazines  and  mounted  for  a  loan  collection  of  prints, 
for  the  use  of  teachers  in  the  elementary  schools  of  the  City. 

LIBRARY  CO-OPERATION  WITH  SCHOOLS,  ETC. 

Grants  of  books  suitable  for  school  children  have  been  loaned  to  the 
South  Accommodation  Road  Council  School,  in  addition  to  those 
previously  made  to  the  Sweet  Street,  Chapeltown,  Cross  Flatts  and  Cross 
Stamford  Street  Council  Schools,  St.  Matthew's  (Camp  Road)  Voluntary 
School,  and  the  Shadwell  and  Thorparch  Industrial  Schools,  and  the 
teachers  have  expressed  their  appreciation  of  the  usefulness  of  the  books 
to  the  scholars. 

LAW  LIBRARY. 

Attention  has  been  given  to  the  re-binding  and  repairing  of  the  books 
and  several  new  editions  of  Law  books  and  Reports  have  been  obtained. 

PATENT  LIBRARY. 

Numerous  complaints  have  been  received  from  the  users  of  the 
Patents,  as  to  the  continued  unsatisfactory  arrangements  for  consulting 
these  publications  now  housed  at  the  different  branch  libraries. 

Your  Committee  hope  however,  that  the  City  Council  will  in  the 
near  future  allow  them  to  provide  a  separate  Patent  Library  to  remove 
this  difficulty. 

RECEIPTS  FOR  CATALOGUES  AND  FINES. 

The  income  received  from  Fines,  Catalogues  and  lost  books,  etc.,  was 
£637  and  £670  last  year. 

THE  PRESS. 

The  Committee  desire  to  place  on  record  once  more  their  appreciation 
of  the  services  of  the  local  press  in  pubHshing  weekly  lists  of  additions 
to  the  Reference,  Central  Lending  and  Branch  Libraries,  and  in  other 
ways  giving  publicity  to  their  work. 

LIBRARY  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Annual  Conference  of  the  Library  Association  to  which  the 
Chairman  and  Deputy-Chairman,  along  with  the  City  Librarian  were 
appointed  to  attend  at  Oxford  during  September,  1914,  was  not  held,  on 
account  of  the  outbreak  of  war,  but  the  Annual  Business  Meeting  was 
held  in  London,  which  the  City  Librarian  attended. 
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CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  desire  to  express  the  opinion  that 
when  the  present  war  is  ended  and  normal  conditions  prevail,  it  will  be 
found  that  the  experiences  gained  by  many  men  as  soldiers  in  foreign 
lands  is  certain  to  stimulate  thought,  and  create  a  desire  for  know- 
ledge, others  will  desire  to  recover  the  ground  lost  in  their  technical  and 
professional  studies,  through  absence  on  active  service  Every  effort  is 
however  being  made  to  meet  this  demand  when  it  comes  and  provide  as 
many  as  possible  of  the  latest  and  best  technical,  and  other  books,  and 
make  available  knowledge  of  the  latest  methods  of  organised  production 
useful  to  the  business  man  and  worker.  In  the  past  much  information 
contained  in  books  has  not  been  used  by  those  who  might  have  benefited, 
but  it  is  now  more  fully  realised  that  the  employment  of  scientific  methods 
will  greatly  increase  the  output  of  business,  and  that  in  the  future  com- 
petition of  the  world,  this  country  must  avail  itself  of  Technical  and 
every  other  form  of  education.  It  is  our  desire,  therefore,  to  make  the 
libraries  an  aid  to  efficiency  in  all  departments  of  life  and  reach  the  ideal 
laid  down  by  John  Milton  in  his  brief  treatise  on  education  that  "a 
complete  and  generous  education  is  that  which  fits  a  man  \o  perform 
justly,  skilfully  and  magnanimously  all  the  offices,  both  private  and 
public  of  peace  and  war." 

ART  GALLERY. 

The  number  of  visitors  to  the  Art  Gallery  for  the  twelve  months 
ended  March  31st,  1915,  was  174,107  as  compared  with  265,391  for 
1913-14,  and  159,899  for  1912-13  (closed  July  i6th  to  September  28th). 
For  the  four  months  April  to  July,  inclusive,  the  number  of  visitors  was 
69,914  as  compared  with  67,795  in  the  corresponding  four  months  of 
1913,  and  the  great  falling  off  of  attendances  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  under  review  may  be  traced  to  general  and  special  conditions  con- 
sequent upon  the  outbreak  of  the  European  War. 

Hy  order  of  the  Home  Office,  no  artificial  lighting  of  the  galleries 
is  permitted  for  the  present,  owing  to  possible  risk  from  air  raids,  and 
the  Committee,  therefore,  have  arranged  to  close  the  buildings  every 
evening  at  six  o'clock. 

In  October,  at  the  request  of  the  Belgian  Relief  Committee,  per- 
mission was  given  for  the  temporary  accommodation  of  some  three 
hundred  Belgian  Refugees  in  the  City  Art  Gallery.      The  South  and 
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East  Rooms  were  converted  into  dormitories  for  women  and  girls,  the 
West  and  North  Rooms  and  Balcony  Vestibule  into  dormitories  for 
men  and  boys,  meals  were  served  in  the  Sculpture  Gallery  and  a  space 
cleared  in  the  Central  Hall  as  a  playroom  for  the  children.  Although 
several  large  famihes  spent  four  nights  in  the  gallery  before  accommodation 
was  found  for  them  elsewhere,  the  Committee  is  happy  to  state  that 
absolutely  no  damage  was  done  either  to  the  works  of  art  or  to  the 
building.  As  a  matter  of  precaution,  all  the  rooms  in  the  Art  Gallery 
were  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected  after  the  departure  of  the 
Belgian  Refugees,  and  the  building  was  consequently  closed  to  the  public 
from  October  12th  to  November  28th. 

Two  members  of  the  Art  Gallery  staff  are  now  serving  with  the 
colours.  The  Statuary  attendant,  J.  H.  Johnson,  being  a  member  of 
the  Territorial  x^rmy  Service  Corps,  volunteered  and  was  accepted  for 
active  service  at  the  outbreak  of  war,  and  the  Porter  attendant  James 
Turver  enlisted  in  September  in  the  7th  Battalion  of  the  West  Yorkshire 
Regiment.  Two  other  men  have  been  engaged  temporarily  to  carry 
on  their  duties. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

Three  special  exhibitions  have  been  held  during  the  year.  On 
April  2nd,  1914,  Lord  Grimthorpe  opened  a  Spring  Exhibition  of  Works 
by  Contemporary  artists  and  gave  a  stimulating  and  appreciative  address 
on  modern  painting.  The  exhibition  remained  open  till  June  6th,  and 
attracted  some  40,000  visitors. 

Owing  to  the  war  the  usual  autumn  exhibition  was  not  held,  but 
on  December  21st,  an  exhibition  of  a  special  character  was  opened  by 
the  Lord  Mayor  of  Leeds  in  the  South  and  East  Rooms.  This  exhibition 
consisted  of  a  collection  of  the  original  proclamations  issued  by  the 
German  authorities  in  Brussels  and  Antwerp  during  September  and 
October,  proclamations  issued  by  Burgomaster  Max  of  Brussels,  enlarged 
photographs  of  scenes  in  various  parts  of  Belgium  taken  after  the  German 
invasion,  German  uniforms,  flags  and  numerous  other  relics  of  the  war 
in  Belgium. 

The  exhibition  was  organised  by  Miss  Bertha  Bennett  Burleigh, 
who  had  spent  three  months  in  Belgium  during  the  German  occupation, 
and  gave  a  series  of  lectures  on  "  What  German  Invasion  Really  Means  " 
during  the  course  of  the  exhibition.  This  exhibition  remained  open 
till  January  i6th  and  its  high  historical  and  educational  value  and  its 
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effect  in  stimulating  recruiting  were  very  widely  appreciated.  An 
illustrated  catalogue  containing  English  translations  of  the  complete 
series  of  these  historic  proclamations  was  issued,  and  a  few  copies  of  this 
deeply  interesting  booklet  have  been  placed  on  sale,  since  the  close  of 
the  exhibition,  at  the  Art  Gallery  and  Public  Libraries  at  the  price  of 
threepence,  for  the  benefit  of  those  unable  to  visit  the  exhibition. 

On  January  22nd,  an  important  loan  exhibition  of  Japanese  Colour 
Prints,  kindly  lent  by  A.  D.  Hall,  Esq.,  of  Merton,  Surrey,  was  opened 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Art  Gallery  Committee  (Alderman  Arthur  Willey), 
and  Mr.  A.  D.  Hall  gave  an  illuminating  address  on  the  history  and 
technique  of  the  Japanese  colour-print.  The  collection,  which  consisted 
of  over  two  hundred  prints  and  included  many  of  the  highest  rarity 
and  value,  admirably  illustrated  the  history  of  this  fascinating  art  from 
its  early  beginnings  towards  the  close  of  the  seventeenth  century  down 
to  its  final  decadence,  owing  to  the  introduction  of  aniline  dyes,  about 
the  middle  of  the  nineteenth  century.  The  exhibition,  which  remained 
open  till  March  13th,  proved  exceedingly  popular,  and  in  view  of  the 
importance  of  Leeds  as  a  colour-printing  centre,  was  recognised  to  be 
of  special  educational  and  technical  value.  The  Committee  desires 
to  record  its  gratitude  to  Mr.  A.  D.  Hall  for  his  kindness  both  in  lending 
his  unique  collection  and  also  in  coming  to  Leeds  to  give  his  lecture. 

LECTURES, 

Owing  to  the  absorption  of  interest  in  the  war,  it  was  generally 
felt  to  be  inopportune  to  organise  any  series  of  art  lectures  during  the 
autumn  and  winter,  but  a  series  of  twelve  illustrated  lectures  on  "  Belgium 
and  The  War  "  was  given  at  the  Art  Gallery  during  December  and  January 
by  Miss  Burleigh  and  the  Curator.  Miss  Burleigh  also  repeated  her 
lecture  at  a  Recruiting  Meeting  held  at  the  Town  Hall,  when  Alderman 
Arthur  Willey  was  in  the  Chair  and  Capt.  Hill  and  the  Curator  also 
spoke.  Lectures  on  "  Belgium  and  the  War  "  have  also  been  given 
by  the  Curator  (who  was  in  Brussels  on  vacation  at  the  outbreak  of 
hostiUties),  to  the  Leeds  "  Pals  "  Battalion  at  Colsterdale,  the  Miners' 
BattaUon  at  Farnley,  the  "  Bantams  "  BattaHon  at  Ilkley,  and  other 
societies  and  Institutions  in  Leeds  and  the  West  Riding.  During  the 
year  the  Curator  has  also,  by  arrangement,  conducted  round  Exhibitions 
or  sections  of  the  Permanent  Collection  parties  from  various  schools, 
clubs  and  societies,  and  has  given  lectures  on  Art  subjects  at  Armley, 
Bingley,  Bradford,  Brighouse,  Cleckheaton,  Dewsbury,  Elland,  Harehills, 
Harrogate,  Huddersficld,  Mill  Hill,  Roundhay,  Sowerby  Bridge,  Wakefield, 
Wortley,  ike.

LIBRARIES. 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their  Report  upon 
the  work  of  the  Libraries  during  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1916. 

The  total  recorded  circulation  of  books  from  all  departments  for 
the  year  was  1,250,927  as  compared  with  1,326,411  the  previous  year. 
The  decrease  of  77,484  volumes  is  chiefly  due  to  the  war,  which  has 
affected  the  work  of  the  Libraries.  Many  of  the  regular  readers  and 
students  are  away  on  Military  or  Naval  Service,  while  others  are  occupied 
with  munition  making.  In  addition  to  this  cause  the  Hunslet  Branch 
was  closed  on  September  30th,  1915,  and  it  involved  a  loss  of  23,475 
volumes  being  used. 

Of  the  total  issue  of  books  48.81  per  cent,  was  fiction,  being  slightly 
higher  than  the  48.37  last  year. 

The  Libraries  have  been  extensively  used  during  the  war  for  the 
circulation  of  a  large  number  of  placards,  pamphlets  and  leaflets,  in 
connection  with  the  recruiting  campaign  for  the  Army,  and  on  the 
necessity  of  the  nation  exercising  thrift. 

The  Central  Committee  of  National  Patriotic  Organizations  sought 
the  aid  of  the  Libraries  in  their  work,  and  several  thousands  of  their 
publications  on  the  importance  of  the  public  studj'ing  the  deeper  causes 
which  led  to  the  present  European  War,  were  distributed  over  the  counter 
by  the  staff. 


NUMBER  OF  BORROWERS'  TICKETS. 

The  number  of  borrowers  admitted  to  the  privilege  of  using  the 
Central  and  Branch  Lending  Libraries  amounted  to  31,268,  or  2,244 
less  when  compared  with  last  year  ;  the  majority  of  the  2,244  borrowers 
having  left  for  Army  or  Navy  Services. 

OVERDUE  BOOKS  AND  RECEIPTS  FOR  FINES,  ETC. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  the  income  from  Fines,  Catalogues,  and  for 
lost  books,  etc.,  was  £608  9s.  iid.  as  compared  with  the  previous  year 
of  £637. 

NEWSROOMS. 

The  use  of  the  Newsrooms  has  been  more  affected  by  the  War  than 
the  other  departments.  The  restricted  lighting  of  the  streets  during  the 
winter  period  has  also  accentuated  the  attendance,  as  many  people  would 
not  venture  out  in  the  dark.  It  is  estimated  however,  that  the  Central 
and  Branch  Newsrooms  have  been  used  by  1,700,000  visitors. 

STOCK  OF  BOOKS  IN  THE  LIBRARIES. 

At  the  beginning  of  1914-15,  the  total  number  of  volumes  in  the 
Libraries  was  327,210  Volumes,  and  it  is  now  334,396. 

The  total  additions  for  the  year  were  10,635,  of  this  number  1,899 
volumes  were  replacements. 

At  the  end  of  the  previous  year  the  stock  in  the  Reference  Library 
consisted  of  105,705  volumes.  With  the  addition  of  2,586  volumes  it  is 
now  108,291.  In  the  Central  Library,  it  was  53,903  and  is  now  54,370 
volumes,  an  increase  of  467  volumes.  Branch  Libraries  167,602,  at  the 
present  time  171,735,  an  increase  of  4,133. 

In  spite  of  a  continued  reduced  appropriation  allowed  for  the  purchase 
of  ]x)oks  your  Committee  endeavoured  to  obtain  a  selection  of  the  best 
works  as  published,  paying  particular  regard  to  technical  books.  And 
in  view  of  the  great  historical  importance  of  the  European  War,  and 
of  the  questions  to  which  it  has  given  rise,  the  chief  published  works 
connected  with  the  conflict  have  also  been  obtained.  In  this  way  it 
is  hoped  that  these  works  will  not  be  merely  a  means  for  sound  present 
judgment,  regarding  tlie  war,  but  will  prove  to  be  valuable  materials 
for  the  future  student  and  general  reader,  who  may  use  the  libraries. 

During  the  year  5,743  books  have  been  prepared  and  sent  for  re- 
binding,  whicli  includes  693  volumes  for  the  Reference  Library  ;  1,309 
for  th(;  Central  Lending  Library,  and  3,741  for  the  branches.  In  addition 
th'-  libra rv  sf.iff  have  repaired  several  thousand  volumes. 
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In  the  work  of  keeping  the  collection  of  books  in  sound  condition, 
care  has  been  exercised  in  selecting  only  such  books  that  are  worth  re- 
binding.  Many  times  it  has  been  found  more  economical  to  buy  a  new 
copy  of  a  work,  than  to  re-bind  a  much  used  one,  because  the  poor 
quality  of  the  paper  will  not  last  out  the  binding. 

During  the  year  many  worn-out  books,  disused  magazines  and 
periodicals  have  been  sent  to  the  City  Hospitals,  also  Beckett's  Park 
and  East  Leeds  Military  Hospitals  and  have  been  much  appreciated 
by  the  recipients. 

DONATIONS. 

Many  of  the  gifts  to  the  Library  during  the  past  year  have  been  of 
interest,  and  the  grateful  thanks  of  the  Committee  have  been  tendered 
to  the  donors.

REFERENXE  LIBRARY. 

The  total  issues  in  the  Reference  Library  during  the  year  under 
review  was  106,628,  as  compared  with  120,481  last  year.  The  classes  of 
books  being: — General  Works  12,574.  Philosophy  3,442.  Religion  4,909, 
Sociology  10,523,  Philology  4,170,  Natural  Science  7,540,  Useful  Arts 
10,022,  Fine  Arts  7,707,  Music  2,721,  Literature  10,467,  History  8,415, 
Voyages,  Travels,  4,069,  Biography  4,675,  Directories  12,877,  Specifica- 
tions of  Patents  2,517. 

In  addition  to  the  use  of  books,  a  large  number  of  persons  visited 
the  Reference  Library  to  consult  current  numbers  of  the  Society  Tran- 
sactions, and  chief  periodicals  not  placed  in  the  Newsroom,  and  the  large 
number  of  works  of  reference  to  be  found  on  the  Open  Shelves. 

Many  inquiries  were  received  each  day  at  the  counter,  or  through  the 
telephone,  for  out-of-the  way  information,  and  these  were  satisfactorily 
answered. 

Through  the  year  exhibits  of  works  deeding  with  the  War,  Gardening, 
Flowers,  and  the  Tercentenary  of  Sliakespeare's  death  were  sliown  in 
cases. 

The  collection  of  selected  and  mounted  ilhistrations  taken  from 
illustrative  magazines  and  periodicals,  and  intended  for  the  use  of  teachers 
and  others  has  been  added  to,  and  now  numbers  13,000  items. 

The  necessity  of  improved  facilities  being  given  to  readers  who 
desire  to  consult  the  American,  English  and  German  Specifications  of 
Patents  still  continues.  The  present  arrangement  of  these  publications 
being  stored  at  the  Dewsbury  Road  and  York  Road  Branches  is  most 
inconvenient,  and  annoying  to  the  public.  Your  Committee  hope, 
however,  that  during  the  coming  year,  it  ma\'  be  feasible  to  obtain  a 
suitable  building  wherein  to  store  all  the  patent  publications,  and  provide 
shelving  for  the  bound  files  of  the  Leeds  Newspapers  dating  from  1737. 

CENTRAL  LENDING  LIBRARY. 

In  the  Central  Lending  Library  the  number  of  books  borrowed  for 
home  reading  amounted  to  187,704  as  against  221,182  a  decrease  of 
33,478.  The  Classes  of  books  borrowed  were  as  follows  : — Magazines 
2,952.    Theology  and  Philosophy  5,782,  Sociology  3,622,  Useful  Arts  and 
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Sciences  13,116,  Fine  Arts  4,792,  Music  2,591,  Literature  6,880,  Fiction 
110,499,  Poetry  and  The  Drama  1,975,  History  and  Biography  8,340, 
Geography  and  Travels  4,925,  Juvenile  Literature  22,230. 

The  Central  Lending  Library  has  been  considerably  affected  in  the 
circulation  of  books  apart  from  the  cause  of  the  war  already  stated,  by 
the  postponement  of  a  scheme  for  the  introduction  of  the  Open-Access 
System,  and  for  which  a  contract  had  been  accepted.  The  result  being 
that  many  of  the  borrowers  transferred  their  tickets  to  those  branches 
where  this  facility  has  been  inaugurated,  and  is  so  much  appreciated. 
It  is  hoped,  however,  when  the  war  is  over  to  carry  out  the  necessary 
alterations  for  the  working  of  the  Open-Access  System,  and  no  doubt 
this  department  will  then  resume  its  ordinary,  or  even  accelerated 
activities. 

BRANCH  LIBRARIES. 

The  volumes  used  at  the  Branch  Libraries  numbered  820,221  \'olumes, 
as  against  846,478,  which  is  a  decrease  of  26,257  as  compared  with  1914-15. 
The  classes  of  books  used  were  as  follows  : — Theology  and  Philosophy 
6,459,  Useful  Arts  24,650,  Music  1,359,  Literature  8,867,  Fiction  500,134, 
History  and  Biography  19,214,  Geography  and  Travels  13,596,  and 
Juvenile  Literature  209,150,  but  there  is  an  increase  of  2,804  Magazines, 
Sociology  98,  Fine  Arts  356,  Poetry  and  the  Drama  138. 

Particular  attention  has  been  given  to  the  standardizing  of  the 
work  of  all  the  branch  libraries,  with  a  view  of  stimulating  the  efforts 
of  the  staff,  and  aiding  their  endeavours  to  render  efficient  service  to  the 
people  of  their  respective  neighbourhoods. 

Kacli  year  the  Committee  is  much  impressed  with  the  continued 
increased  use  of  tlie  Armlcy,  Chapeltown,  Dewsbury  Road,  Holbeck, 
York  Road  and  Woodhouse  Moor  branches,  since  they  were  provided  with 
buiklings  especially  erected  for  library  purposes,  and  they  feel  convinced 
that  equally  satisfactory  results  would  follow  in  other  districts  if  suitable 
l)uiklings  coukl  be  provided.  It  is  quite  evident  the  people  will  use  books 
if  they  are  placed  within  easy  reach  of  where  they  reside,  and  in  suitable 
and  attractive  l)uikhngs.  It  is  therefore  most  gratifying  to  your  Com- 
ujittcc  to  l)e  in  a  position  to  report  that  they  hope  ere  long  to  be  able 
to  further  imjirovc  the  l)ranch  hbrary  facilities  at  Bramley,  Brownhill, 
Hurk-y  and  New  Wortley.  This  has  been  made  possible,  as  the  result  of  an 
appeal  bcinj<  made  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Carnegie  Trust,  who  have  most 
Kf-norously  i)romiscd  a  grant  of  £18,200  for  these  branches,  provided  that 
free  sites  are  secured  from  other  sources  than  out  of  the  library  rate,  and 
tfi;it  building  operaticins  are  deferred  until  after  the  war. 
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We  regret  it  has  been  necessary  to  close  tlie  Hunslet  Branch — one 
of  the  first  Hbraries  to  be  opened  in  Leeds,  through  inabihty  to  come  to 
terms  with  the  Committee  of  the  Mechanics'  Institution,  for  a  continuance 
of  the  tenanc}-.  The  books  are  now  stored  at  the  York  Road  Branch 
until  some  other  accommodation  can  be  provided  for  the  district. 

EVENING  BRANCH  LIBRARIES. 

The  use  of  the  evening  Branch  Libraries  at  Brownhill,  Burle\-, 
Farnley,  Lower  Wortley,  Meanwood,  New  Farnley,  Primrose  Hill,  Pudsey 
and  Rodley,  still  continues  to  partially  serve  the  requirements  of  the 
districts  having  regard  to  their  location.  But  as  already  intimated, 
the  full  demands  of  the  districts  will  only  be  met  when  special  buildings, 
suitable  for  library  purposes  are  provided. 

THE  JUVENILE  READING  ROOMS. 

This  department  of  work  has  been  interfered  with  considerably 
through  the  darkened  condition  of  the  streets  at  night,  as  many  of  the 
parents  of  the  children  forbade  them  to  be  out  of  doors. 

The  issue  of  books  amounted  to  136,374  volumes,  as  compared  with 
138,270,  a  decrease  of  1,896  last  year. 

It  is  a  most  encouraging  feature  of  our  work  to  know  that  hundreds 
of  children  under  14  years  of  age  come  to  the  libraries  for  assistance. 
The  argument  sometimes  urged  that  reading  library  books  causes  pupils 
to  neglect  their  studies  is  abundantly  contradicted  by  the  experiences 
of  the  teachers,  who  find  their  best  scholars  to  be  invariably  those  who  are 
members  of  the  library  and  read  its  books.  We  therefore  venture  to 
think  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  good  educational  work  is  being  done 
in  the  Juvenile  departments  of  the  Libraries.  The  reading  of  the  young 
people  under  proper  direction  is  still  capable,  however,  of  greater  develop- 
ment, and  doubtless  in  the  near  future  the  Board  of  Education  will  in  some 
form  acknowledge  the  value  of  the  work  that  the  PubHc  Library  is 
rendering  in  creating  a  better  civilisation. 

The  Story-Telling  Hour  is  stiU  a  most  popular  feature.  Talks  have 
been  given  by  the  Assistant  set  apart  for  this  purpose,  on  "  Animals, 
Wild  and  Tame  "  ;  "  Britain  Overseas  "  ;  the  "  Story  of  our  Colonies  "  : 
Great  Writers  of  the  19th  Century  :— Dickens,  Kingsley,  Scott,  Stevenson, 
and  other  subjects. 
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CATALOGUE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Card  Catalogue  of  the  Reference  Library  has  been  again  revised, 
and  all  the  additions  of  the  year  inserted.  In  addition  to  this  work  being 
done,  the  10,365  volumes  received  for  the  libraries  have  been  classified, 
catalogued,  and  made  available  with  a  minimum  of  delay.  The  Cards, 
and  the  slips  written  for  the  various  catalogues  numbered  24,925.  In 
connection  with  the  work  of  cataloguing,  it  is  increasingly  felt  that  if  the 
collections  of  books  are  to  be  used  to  their  full  extent,  they  must  be  well 
catalogued.  Some  years  ago  the  indexing  and  cataloguing  of  valuable 
material  to  be  found  in  Society  Transactions  and  other  publications 
commenced,  and  it  has  been  much  appreciated  judging  by  the  increased 
use  made  of  these  publications,  since  being  so  catalogued. 

In  consequence  of  three  members  of  this  staff  being  away  on  Military 
Service,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  issue  as  many  type-written  topical 
lists  as  in  previous  years,  and  it  has  also  been  necessary  to  postpone 
many  other  projects  until  after  the  war. 


THE  PRESS. 

The  Yorkshire  Weekly  Post  as  in  past  years,  has  continued  each 
week  to  generously  insert  in  its  columns  a  list  of  the  chief  additions  made 
to  the  Reference  and  Central  Lending  Libraries,  and  the  Armley  and 
Wortley  News  has  done  the  same  for  the  Armley  Branch,  and  they  have 
also  notified  any  special  work  being  done.

Your  Cliairman  (Councillor  B.  Roberts)  and  the  Deputy  Chairman 
(Counrillor  T.  Pearson),  along  with  the  City  Librarian  attended  the 
.\iimial  .Meetings  of  the  Library  Association  which  were  held  in 
Lnndoii  from  the  31st  August  to  2nd  September,  and  presented 
to  the  (ommittcc  a  report  of  the  proceedings.  The  papers  read 
dealt  witii  the  effects  of  the  war  on  tlie  administration  of  libraries,  the 
value  of  the  jMiblic  hbrary  during  war  time,  and  the  means  to  be  adopted 
for  the  rircnlation  of  ])ooks  and  magazines  to  the  Mihtary  and  Naval 
Forces.  An  interesting  exhibit  ion  was  also  held  of  books,  maps,  pamphlets, 
prints,  etc.,  relating  to  the  war. 
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CONCLUSION. 

During  the  year  your  Committee  has  continued  in  its  endeavours 
to  extend  the  reading  facihties  of  the  City  through  the  hbraries  now 
estabhshed,  and  it  is  a  gratification  to  feel  that  their  work  is 
increasingly  appreciated  by  a  large  number  of  the  citizens.  We  neverthe- 
less desire  that  the  libraries  should  be  still  further  recognised  as  an 
important  means  of  placing  at  the  disposal  of  the  community  the  best 
works  on  technical  and  other  subjects  and  thus  provide  knowledge  which 
may  be  used  to  a  proper  understanding  of  the  problems  of  industry  and 
scientific  research  which  will  more  than  ever  be  essential  in  any  attempt  to 
develop  and  expand  British  industry. 

ARTS  SUBCOMMITTEE. 

The  number  of  visitors  to  the  Art  Gallery  for  tlie  twelve  months 
ended  March  31st,  1916,  was  144,533,  as  compared  with  174,107  for  1914-15 
and  265,391  for  the  year  1913-14. 

By  order  of  the  Home  Office,  no  artificial  lighting  of  the  galleries 
is  permitted  for  the  present,  owing  to  possible  risk  from  air  raids,  and 
the  Committee,  therefore,  has  arranged  to  close  the  buildings  every 
evening  at  dusk.  Recognising  that  this  earlier  closing  might  deprive 
many  workers  of  the  opportunity  of  visiting  the  Art  Gallery  on  weekdays, 
the  Committee  decided  to  open  the  galleries  on  Sunday  afternoons  from 
2  p.m.  till  dusk.  The  attendance  on  the  occasion  of  the  first  Sunday 
opening  (October  loth,  1915)  was  649,  and  the  total  number  of  Sunday 
visitors  for  the  five  months  ended  March  31st,  1916,  was  3,081.

EXHIBITIONS. 

To  avoid  expense  no  exhibitions  have  been  organised  by  the  Com- 
mittee during  the  past  twelve  months,  but  galleries  have  been  lent  to 
responsible  bodies  desirous  of  organising  exhibitions  of  public  interest. 

From  October  to  December,  1915,  the  South  and  East  Rooms  were 
lent  to  the  Yorkshire  Union  of  Artists  who  organised  an  exhibition  of 
paintings,  drawings,  sculpture  and  craftwork  by  Yorkshire  artists.  The 
exhibition  was  opened  by  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Leeds  (Mr.  J.  E.  Bedford), 
and  the  secretary  (Mr.  Joseph  Burton)  of  the  society  reports  that  the 
success  of  the  exhibition  was  satisfactory  both  as  regards  sales  and 
attendances. 


An  exhibition  of  Wall  Maps  and  Atlases  suited  for  use  in  schools, 
organised  by  the  Leeds  Branch  of  the  Geographical  Association,  was 
opened  on  September  25th,  1915,  by  Mr.  H.  J.  Mackinder,  M.P.,  and 
remained  on  view  for  a  week,  during  which  time  it  was  visited  by  a  large 
number  of  school  teachers  from  all  parts  of  the  West  Riding. 

During  the  same  month  an  exhibition  of  Photographic  Pictures  of 
Rheims  Cathedral,  Before  and  After  the  Bombardment,  kindly  lent  by 
Messrs.  Brown  and  Philhps  of  the  Leicester  Galleries,  London,  was 
shown  in  the  North  Room  and  aroused  much  interest  both  as  a  revelation 
of  the  beauty  of  detail  in  this  architectural  masterpiece,  and  as  sad 
evidence  of  the  ravages  of  war. 

By  the  courtesy  of  the  artist  and  with  the  kind  co-operation  of  the 
South  Kensington  authorities  and  the  London  Committee,  a  selection 
of  works  from  the  Sculpture  Exhibition  of  the  Serbian  artist  Ivan 
Mestrovic  at  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum,  London,  was  sent  to  Leeds 
and  placed  on  exhibition  in  the  Central  Hall  during  October,  1915,  and 
the  four  following  months.  The  loans  included  examples  of  Mr.  Mestrovic's 
work  in  bronze,  marble,  wood  and  plaster,  and  the  collection  which 
excited  much  interest  both  among  connoisseurs  and  the  general  public 
was  generally  felt  to  be  helpful  to  a  better  understanding  of  the  spirit, 
ideals  and  tragic  fate  of  our  Serbian  allies.

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LOANS  TO  THE  GALLERY. 

In  November,  1915,  the  Curator  attended  by  invitation  a  Conference 
held  at  the  National  Gallery,  London,  to  consider  a  scheme  for  closer 
working  between  municipal  and  national  art  galleries.  As  a  result  of 
this  Conference  the  Trustees  of  the  National  Gallery  consented  in  January, 
1916,  to  lend  the  following  two  important  paintings  in  their  possession 
to  the  Leeds  City  Art  Gallery  : —

by  James  McNeill  Whistler, 

"  Yachting  at  Cowes,"  oil  painting  by  J.  W.  M.  Turner. 

The  Committee  desires  to  record  its  warm  thanks  to  the  Trustees 
and  Director  of  the  National  Gallery  for  these  two  valuable  and  most 
interesting  loans  ;  also  to  Mr.  WiUiam  Rothenstein  for  the  loan  of  his 
oil  painting  "  The  Princess  Badroulbadour  "  ;  to  Mr.  T.  W.  Edmondson  for 
lending  the  oil  painting,  "  Wallenstein,"  by  the  late  Ernest  Crofts,  R.A.  ;

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

LIBRARIES  &  ARTS  COMMITTEE 

TO   THE  COUNCIL 
For   the    year   ended    31st    March,  1917. 

\  ■  The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their  report  upon  the  con- 
ditions of  the  Libraries  and  the  Art  Gallery,  on  31st  March,  1917,  and  of 
their  activities  during  the  year  ending  with  that  date. 

LIBRARIES. 

The  circulation  of  books  from  all  Departments  for  the  year  was 
1,186,819  as  compared  with  1,250,927  the  previous  year,  being  a  decrease 
of  64,108.  This  is  due  mainly  to  the  absence  of  men  of  military  age  who 
were  regular  readers  and  who  are  seriang  their  country,  and  that  many 
readers  had  less  time  for  reading  in  consequence  of  being  still  fully  occupied 
either  directly  or  indirectly  with  war  work. 

The  percentage  of  Fiction  issued  was  49.34  per  cent,  being  a  littk 
higher  than  last  year,  when  it  was  48.81.  This  is  doubtless  through 
readers  turning  to  Fiction  as  a  means  of  taking  them  away  for  a  time  from 
the  worry  and  strain  of  the  present  conditions  of  life. 

Apart  from  the  ordinary  work  of  the  Libraries,  they  have  been  ex- 
tensively used  for  the  distribution  of  Government  War  Circulars,  receiving 
books,  periodicals  and  magazines,  and  despatching  them  to  the  troops  in 
camp  and  on  active  service,  and  in  many  other  directions  useful  public 
service  has  been  rendered. 

NUMBER  OF  BORROWERS'  TICKETS. 

For  the  last  year  the  number  of  borrowers  enrolled  at  the  Central  and 
Branch  Libraries  was  31,142  or  126  less  when  compared  w^ith  last  year. 


OVERDUE  BOOKS  AND  RECEIPTS  FOR  FINES,  ETC. 

The  income  for  fines,  catalogues,  sale  of  waste  paper,  and  for  lost  books 
etc.,  was  £645  15s.  gd.,  as  compared  with  £608  9s.  iid.  last  year. 

NEWSROOM. 

In  consequence  of  the  continued  restricted  lighting  of  the  streets 
during  the  winter  months,  making  it  difficult  for  the  public  to  be  out  after 
dark,  there  was  a  falling  off  in  the  attendance.  It  is  estimated,  however, 
that\he  Central  and  Branch  Newsrooms  have  been  used  by  1,718,000 
visitors. 

STOCK  OF  BOOKS  IN  THE  LIBRARIES. 

The  total  number  of  volumes  in  the  Libraries  at  the  end  of  March  was 
339,786,  being  a  net  increase  of  5,390  volumes,  after  deducting  books 
worn  out,  and  not  replaced.  Of  these,  112,003  are  in  the  Reference, 
55,136  in  the  Central  Lending,  and  167,988  in  the  Branches. 

In  the  up-keep  of  the  Libraries  your  Committee  have  experienced 
difficulty  in  the  supply  of  books  in  sufficient  numbers  to  meet  the  heavy 
demands  made  by  the  public,  consequent  on  the  increased  cost  of  books, 
magazines,  bookbinding,  and  the  continued  decreased  amount  allowed 
each  year  for  book  buying.  By  dint,  however,  of  economies  your  Commit- 
tee have  acquired  as  large  a  selection  of  the  latest  technical  books  on  the 
industries  of  the  city,  and  also  of  the  works  on  the  many  aspects  of  the  war, 
as  they  realise  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Libraries  to  make  available  the  best 
literature  that  will  enable  the  readers  to  secure  a  sound  knowledge  of  the 
present  conditions  of  European  history,  and  form  intelligent  opinions  upon 
the  present  catastrophe  through  which  the  world  is  passing. 

During  the  year  6,565  books  were  re-bound.  Of  this  number  594 
volumes  belonged  to  the  Reference  Library,  1,531  to  the  Central  Lending 
Library,  and  4,440  to  branches.  Minor  repairs  to  several  thousands  of 
volumes  were  made  by  the  staff. 

Books,  disused  magazines  and  periodicals,  have  been  sent  to  the  City 
Hospitals,  Beckett's  Park  and  East  Leeds  Military  Hospitals,  Thorparch 
."nrl  Shadwell  Industrial  Schools,  and  they  have  been  much  appreciated  by 
tlic  inmates.

REFERENCE  LIBRARY. 

The  total  issues  in  the  Reference  Library  during  the  year  under  review 
was  91,994,  as  compared  with  106,628  last  year.  The  classes  of  books 
were  : — General  works  9,574,  Philosophy  3,292,  Religion  4,556,  Sociology 
8,865,  Philology  3,336,  Natural  Science  7,080,  Useful  Arts  8,885,  Fine  Arts 
5,931,  Music  2,639,  Literature  9,797,  History  7,677,  Voyages,  Travels 
3,806,  Biography  4,273.  Directories  10,351. 

Despite  the  decrease  of  readers  in  the  Reference  Library,  this  Depart- 
ment has  rendered  useful  service  to  the  City,  and  help  to  many  citizens  in 
search  of  information  upon  the  many  problems  presented  by  the  National 
crisis. 

Exhibits  of  Commercial  Books  and  of  works  deaUng  with  the  War, 
Gardening,  Flowers  and  the  Tercentenary  of  Shakespeare's  death  were 
placed  in  the  show  cases,  and  attracted  considerable  attention. 
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Your  Committee  regret  that  they  are  not  yet  in  a  position  to  give  im- 
proved facihties  for  the  use  of  the  American,  Enghsh  and  German  Specifica- 
tions of  Patents  now  stored  at  the  Dewsbury  Road  and  York  Road 
Branches  in  consequence  of  the  expense  involved. 

CENTRAL  LENDING  LIBRARY. 

In  the  Central  Lending  Library  the  number  of  books  borrowed  for 
home  reading  amounted  to  170,336  as  against  187,704,  a  decrease  of  17,368. 
The  Classes  of  Books  borrowed  were  as  follows  : — Magazines  2,722,  Theo- 
logy and  Philosophy  4,759,  Sociology  2,770,  Useful  Arts  and  Science,  11,483, 
Fine  Arts  3,978,  Music  2,570,  Literature  5,452,  Fiction  103,773,  Poetry 
and  the  Drama  1,639,  History  and  Biography  8,274,  Geography  and 
Travels  4,635,  Juvenile  Literature  18,281. 

BRANCH  LIBRARIES. 

The  Volumes  used  at  the  Branch  Libraries  numbered  800,068 
as  against  820,221,  which  is  a  decrease  of  20,153  as  compared  with  1915-16. 
The  classes  of  books  used  were  as  follows  :— Theology  and  Philosophy 
6,180,  Useful  Arts  26,463,  Music  954,  Literature  7,493,  Fiction  481,818, 
History  and  Biography  19,139,  Geography  and  Travels  12,244,  Juvenile 
Literature  212,840,  Magazine  15,630,  Sociology  7,937,  Fine  Arts  5,942, 
Poetry  and  the  Drama  3,428. 

EVENING  BRANCH  LIBRARIES. 

The  Evening  Branch  Libraries  at  Brownhill,  Burley,  Farnley,  Lower 
Wortley,  Meanwood,  New  Farnley,  Primrose  Hill,  Pudsey  and  Rodley, 
have  been  the  means  of  giving  the  inhabitants  reading  facilities  which  have 
been  appreciated. 

THE  JUVENILE  READING  ROOMS. 

The  issue  of  books  amounted  to  124,423  Volumes,  as  compared  with 
136,394  last  year,  a  decrease  of  11,951. 

As  was  the  case  last  year  many  parents  refused  to  allow  their  children 
out  of  doors  in  consequence  of  the  darkened  conditions  of  the  streets,  and 
naturally  there  is  a  decrease  in  their  use. 

X('V(;rth('less  W(;  still  are  pleased  to  report  that  these  departments  of 
the  libraries  are  hel])ing  to  form  the  reading  habit  at  the  right  age. 

The  Story-Telling  Hour  has  been  again  a  special  feature.  Talks  have 
been  given  to  3,340  children  by  the  Assistant  set  apart  for  this  work,  on 
Stories  from  the  "  Arabian  Nights,"  Stories  for  Girls  on  "  Little  Women  " 
taken  from  Louisa  Alcott's  book,  Christmas  Holiday  Story,  taken  from 
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Judge  Parry's  "  Butterscotia."  An  account  of  Siegfried  Exploits.  Rus- 
kin's  "  King  of  the  Golden  River,"  and  Thackeray's  "  Rose  and  the  Ring," 
An  Evening  with  the  Poets,  the  History  of  Toys  and  the  story  of  the 
Shakespeare  Tercentenary. 

CATALOGUE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Books  added  to  the  Central  and  Branch  Libraries  have  been  clas- 
sified and  catalogued  and  20,947  Cards  and  Catalogue  Slips  written  for 
them.  Also  the  work  of  revising  the  Card  Catalogue  of  the  Reference 
Library  has  been  continued,  and  many  new  cards  written. 

In  consequence  of  the  calhng  up  of  four  of  the  staff  for  Military  Ser- 
vice, it  has  made  it  impossible  to  issue  as  many  typewritten  topical  lists 
as  in  the  past,  and  other  developments  in  the  department  of  work  must  be 
postponed  until  after  the  war. 

One  Assistant,  Mr.  D.  L.  Strachan,  who  joined  the  Army  soon  after 
the  outbreak  of  war,  and  obtained  a  commission  in  the  West  Yorkshire 
Regiment,  as  Lieutenant,  and  secured  further  promotion,  being  made 
Captain,  died  at  Beckett's  Park  Hospital,  after  being  invalided  home  from 
the  front. 

THE  PRESS. 

•  The  "  Yorkshire  Weekly  Post"  as  in  past  years,  has  continued  each 
week  to  generously  insert  in  its  columns,  a  list  of  the  chief  additions  made 
to  the  Reference  and  Central  Lending  Libraries,  and  the  "  Armley  and 
Wortley  News,"  for  the  Armley  Branch,  and  have  notified  any  special 
work  being  done. 

COMMERCIAL  LIBRARIES. 

The  question  of  establishing  a  Commercial  department  of  the  Libra- 
ries is  under  consideration,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  it  will 
become  an  accomplished  fact. 

LIBRARY  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Annual  Conference  of  the  Librar\'  Association  of  the  United 
Kingdom  was  held  in  London  on  the  4th  Oct.,  1916,  being  attended  by  the 
Chairman,  Mr.  Councillor  Roberts,  Mr.  Councillor  T.  Pearson,  Deputy- 
Chairman,  along  with  the  Chief  Librarian,  Mr.  T.  W.  Hand,  and  a  report  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Conference  was  presented  to  the  Libraries  and  Arts 
Committee. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  desire  to  say  that  while  no  unusual 
developments  have  taken  place  in  the  libraries,  they  have  nevertheless 
been  of  incalculable  benefit  to  the  citizens  in  a  multiplicity  of  ways  in  this 
war-time. 
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ART  GALLERY. 

The  work  of  this  department  continues  to  be  much  appreciated  by  the 
public  as  will  be  seen  by  the  fact  that  the  number  of  visitors  to  the  Art 
Gallery  for  the  year  was  160,498  compared  with  144,533  in  1915-16,  and 
174,107  for  1914-15. 

In  consequence  of  the  war  and  the  desire  to  exercise  economy  no 
pictures  or  any  other  works  have  been  purchased  during  the  year. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

In  place  of  the  Annual  Exhibitions  arrangements  were  made  for  an 
exhibition  of  "  Design  and  Workmanship  in  Printing,"  a  selection  of  War 
Cartoons  by  Raemaker  and  Forain,  a  small  exhibit  of  works  by  British 
Sculptors,  and  an  exhibition  of  Serbian  Native  Home  Work. 

The  Committee  desires  to  record  its  indebtedness  to  Mr.  W.  Deighton 
for  a  selection  of  old  furniture  he  has  been  good  enough  to  deposit  on  loan 
which  is  still  on  exhibition,  and  has  been  a  source  of  pleasure  to  collectors, 
designers,  students,  and  the  general  visitor. 

LOANS. 

With  a  view  to  the  periodical  exhibition  of  Pictures  in  the  Branch 
Libraries  and  Reading  Rooms,  an  experiment  is  being  made  in  this  direc- 
tion by  placing  at  the  Armley,  Dewsbury  Road,  and  York  Road,  a  selec- 
tion of  pictures. 

ADDITIONS  TO  THE  GALLERY. 

The  Permanent  Collection  has  during  the  year  been  enriched  by  the 
presentation  by  the  National  Art  Collections'  Fund  of  a  water-colour 
drawing  entitled  "  The  Desert  of  Mount  Sinia,"  by  J.  E.  Lewis,  R.A.,  also 
four  portrait  drawings  of  W.  B.  Yeats,  Mrs.  Max  Beerbohm,  "  A  Rabbi  " 
and  one  of  himself,  by  W.  Rothenstein,  presented  by  the  Artist.  A  Coron- 
ation Medal  in  Bronze,  of  William  the  IV.,  presented  by  the  Royal  Mint, 
and  your  Committee  has  expressed  to  each  of  these  donors  their  sincere 
thanks  for  the  gifts. 

The  sum  of  £21  19s.  2d.  has  been  received  in  royalties  on  the  sale  of 
picture  postcards,  and  reproductions  of  pictures,  in  the  Permanent  Col- 
lection, etc.
